Two international 
conferences have con- 


cluded with indecisive, but nonetheless signifi- 
cant, results. One took place in Moscow among 
natrons supposedly joined within the framesvork 
of Communism. The other was the all-Africa 
conference in Kenya. 


About the only harmony achieved at the 


meeting of Communist states was an agreement 
to continue disagreeing about means of mending 
the cracks in the Communist conspiracy, but to 
do so more quietly. No one, of course, spoke 
for Red China which not only refused to attend 
but used the occasion to attack the new Kremlin 
leadership for the first time. 


The Organization of African Unity convened 


in Kenya to consider charges that the Belgian- 
American mission to rescue missionaries from 
Stanleyville last November actually was an im- 
perialist coverup for driving Congolese rebel 
forces out. The meeting disbanded with many 
of the delegates expressing greater concern 
about the threat to African independence posed 
by the subversive efforts of Arab leaders work- 
ing in league with Chinese and Soviet Commun- 
ists. 


Harmony, it appears, is becoming an ever

Reagan As Candidate 


LOS AN'GELES — After taking a licking in his 1962 


attempt to become Governor of California. Richard 
Nixon remarked that "California politics is a can of 
worms." This was an experienced politician's way of 
saying that no one can go into a campaign in California 
and know precisely where he will come out. 


The prospect is extremely sobering to TV-star 


Ronald Reagan, whose moving and extremely well-docu- 
mented speech in behalf of the Goldwater ticket last 
faU has made him one of the most courted Republican 
figures in the nation. There isn't a day when Ronnie 
Reagan isn't asked to speak somewhere, whether in 
Connecticut or at some district organization right 
around Los Angeles. And the boom

conservative Republicans to persuade Reagan to say 
he'll run for Governor of California in 1966 against Pat 
Brown, the man who beat Nixon. 


Reagan it nattered by the attention he is gel- 


ting, but he Isn't letting it go to his head. A week 
•go. 
at an rngraved-invitation affair in the San 


Fernando Valley (o wfcich local Republican bigwigs 
had be*n invited to look Mr. Reagan over, the per- 
sooable Ronnie said he'd only consent (o run for 
office 
on condition that it wouldn't cut the Repub- 


licans up. Reagan is a most Intelligent man who 
•iocs hii own political research and writing, and 
he knows what factionalism can do to beat anybody 
in California. The Republican Party hasn't been the 
uune here since former V. S. Senator William 
Kimwlaod and the then incumbent Goodie Knight 
got tola a hassle over who should run for Governor, 
and the growing split between right and left wing 
Zroupe hasn't done anything recently to improve 
mailers. 


The factionalism remains turbulent under the sur- 


face even though the talk everywhere is of "unity." 
The liberal Republicans are booming the senior U. S. 
Senator, Tom Kuchel, for Governor, and are quoting 
polls to show that Kuchel would get some seventy- 
five per cent of the Republican vote and thirty-three 
per cent of the Democratic in a contest against incum- 
bent Pat Brown. But Mrs. Floy Archer of Whittier, the 
newly-elected head of the California Young Republi- 
cans, a 13,000-member organization, has been quoted 
as saying she would not work for Kuchel. though she 
"would vote for him rather than for a Democrat." She 
and other Young Republicans 'they remain "young" in 
California until they reach the mid-forties, and Mrs. 
Archer herself has a couple of teen-age daughters) 
would prefer to "unify" behind Ronald Reagan in the 
1966 gubernatorial campaign. 


The prospects for "unity" behind anyone were 


severely damaged when ex-Governor Knight attacked 
Ronald Reagan for having once been a Democrat and 
for having consorted with radicals in film colony

This was an extremely stupid charge for Goodie Knight 
to bring up, for it gave Ronald Reagan the chance to 
riposte that only those who have run up against Com- 
munists in organization work can really appreciate the 
dangers they represent.

Increasing Disarray In The Communist Camp

WASHlNGTOX-The 
grandiose 


World Conference of Communist 
Parties in Moscow began inauspi- 
ciously. 
Too many stayed away, 


including Romania. 
It has now 


ended with the belated publica- 
tion of a bland, mishmash com- 
munique which mainly serves to 
underline the decline of Soviet 
authority in the world Communist 
movement. 


The difficulties and differences 


that afflict the Western Alliance 
are so numerous and so nagging 
that it is easy to be over-pre- 
occupied by them. 
In reality, 


however, historians of the future 
will almost certainly hold that the 
grand, central, dominant historic 
process of our time was the pro- 
gressive dissolution of the once- 
monolithic Communist Alliance. 


Nothing very dramatic has oc- 


curred to underscore the recent 
turning porni in this crucial pro- 
cess of dissolution. 
The entire 


drama of the mishmash 
com- 


munique in Moscow lay in what 
it left out. 
Yet a very real turn- 


ing point has indeed been passed, 
of such significance as requires 
careful thought. 


Nearly six months have gone 


by since Nikita S. Khrushchev's 
fall from power. 
One of his op- 


ponents' complaints against him 
was that he handled interparty 
relationships 
in a . violent and 


slapdash manner. 
It is pretty 


clear that some, at least, of the 
Soviet leaders thought that Mos- 
cow's old primacy1 in the move- 
ment could be more easily re- 
stored 
after 
Khrushchev's re- 


moval. 


Instead, because of the grim 


conspiratorial manner of Khrush-

was to shake 
Moscow's 


authority more deeply than ever. 
This happened not only 'm the 
We s t e r n European Communist 
parties, but also throughout East- 
ern Europe. 


The Soviet leaders found them- 


selves almost put on trial by the 


other comrades, who pointedly de- 
manded explanations. The French 
party leaders went so far as to 
circulate a document, after their 
return 
from 
Moscow, 
bitterly 


complaining that they had been 
received in a most uncomradely 
manner and had been offered ex- 
planations that were transparent- 
ly silly. 


Even so, the central que? \ n 


still remained to be answered. 
In the worst of all the Communist 
splits, after all. the bitter per- 
sonal enmity between Khrushchev 
and Mao Tse-tung has played a 
considerable role. 
The French 


Communists may have asked for 


explanations of Khrushchev's fall, 
hut the Chinese Communists burn- 
ed joss sticks of thanksgiving.

Khrushchev, cnuld at least achieve 
some sort of live - and - let - live 
arrangement with Peking.

To Supervise 
W. Va. Prisons 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (UPI) 


—A new state agency that will 
supervise all prisons and cor- 
rectional institutions and per- 
sons placed on probation or pa- 
role is provided for in a bill 
awaiting the signature of Gov. 
Hulett C. Smith. 


The measure leaves in exist- 


ence the State Board of Proba- 
tion and Parole but leaves it 
with the single function of de- 
ciding which prisoners i r e to 
be released. 


And even the regulations con- 


cerning release will be set by 
the director of the new Division 
of Corrections rather than by 
the parole board itself. 


The division will be under the 


State Public Institutions Depart- 
ment and will include a direc- 
tor to be paid $13,000 a year 
and several deputy directors at 
$10,000 a year. All will be re- 
quired to have degrees in penal 
work or related fields and have 
experience in such work.
